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REFORM  OF  BOARD  SF  HEAtTH. 

At  the  time  of  our  last  annual  report  the  measles 
existed  in  town  and  a  case  of  smallpox  was  in  quaran- 
tine at  Louis  Gilman's.  The  measies  continued  to  pre- 
vail for  several  Weeks,  but  finally  ran  their  course  with- 
out serious  consequences,  nearly  fifty  persons  having  had 
them. 

In  addition  to  the  above  case  of  smallpox,  five  others 
appeared  early  in  the  spring.  A  case  was  also  reported 
in  December  which  proved  to  be  chicken  pox,  instead  of 
smallpox.  One  of  the  patients,  Mrs.  Henry  Bowen,  was 
taken  to  Harrisville  and  cared  for  there  in  the  hospital 
during  her  sickness  at  the  expense  of  this  town.  The 
others  were  all  in  the  family  of  Peter  Liscord  and  cared 
for  there  under  strict  quarantine  at  the  expense  of  the 
town. 

These  infected  houses  were  thoroughly  fumigated  after 
the  recovery  of  the  patients  by  an  agent  of  the  State 
Board  (if  Health. 

Immediate  vaccination  of  all  who  had  been  in  any  way 
exposed  to  the  disease,  and  a  strict  quarantine  over  the 
in'ected  houses  were  the  means  successfully  employed  to 
prevent  a  further  spread  of  the  disease. 

One  case  of  scarlet  fever  came  to  our  notice  and  three 
cases  of  diphtheria  were  reported  to  us  during  the  year. 
The  families  in  which  these  ca?es  existed  were  also  placed 
under  quarantine  and  the  houses  thoroughly  disinfected 
upon  the  recovery  of  the  patients. 

Under  these  regulations  a  general  epidemic  of  either 
of  these  dread  diseases  was  averted. 

While  the  expense  of  caring  for  and  controlling  these 
contagious  diseases  has  been  large,  yet  it  was  unavoida- 
ble and  far  belter  than  to  have  allowed  them  to  spread 
farther,  at  the  peril  of  life  and  health. 

We  have  endeavored  to  impartially  enforce  the  vacci- 
nation laws  concerning  school   children,  but  have  been 
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deterred  somewhat  in  a  few  instances  through  the  preju- 
dices of  the  parents.  We  shall  continue  our  present  pol- 
icy in  this  matter,  believing  that  the  law7  is  upon  our 
statute  books  to  be  enforced,  and  furthermore  believe 
that  a  child  not  well  enough  to  be  vaccinated  is  too  ill  to 
attend  school.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 

Our  number  of  school?  remain  the  same.  Some  of  our 
teachers  have  been  excellent  and  some  poor  as  has  been 
the  casein  previous  years.  The  teacher  engaged  for  the 
fall  term  in  No.  3,  although  a  college  graduate  proved  to 
be  wholly  unfitted  to  teach  an  ungraded  school  and  gladly 
resigned  at  the  end  of  two  and  one-half  weeks.  A  sub- 
stitute, Miss  Anabel  Tenney,  was  secured  for  two  weeks 
then  a  gentleman  was  engaged  to  finish  the  term.. 

In  No.  7  the  teacher  proved  insufficient  and  the  board 
decided  it  was  best  not  to  open,  the  school  after  the  Fall 
vacation  and  gave  notice  to  this  effect.  A  petition  was 
then  circulated  and  signed" by  nearly  every  parent  in  the 
district  to  have  the  teacher  returned.  The  board  against 
their  better  judgment  yielded  to  the  request  and  the 
teacher  resumed  her  work.  After  a  short  time  the  parents 
took  their  children  out  of  the  school  so  it  had  to  be  closed, 
shortening  the  term  about  four  weeks.  The  teacher  of 
the  spring  term  was  an,  unusually  excellent  one  and gave, 
entire  satisfaction. 

Since  we  have  neither  means   nor  pupils   sufficient  to- 
have  a  regular  high  school  and  the  law  now  provides  .for 
the  tuition  of  those  who  wish  to  attend  such  a  school,  it 
would  seem  wise  to  .change  our  higher  village  school  so

that  it  would  have  largely  grammar  school  studies  and 
the  same  number  of  weeks  as  all  the  other  schools  in 
town  have.  As  the  school  is  now  arranged  it  is  very 
difficult  to  secure  a  teacher  fori!  and  those  obtained  are 
generally  unsatisfactory. 

Some  new  geographies  have  been  put  into  the  schools 
and  more  of  the  text  books  introduced  last  year  have 
been  added. 

The  school  houses  in  Districts  No.  3  and  No.  7  need 
painting  at  once. 

An  enlargement  of  the  school  room  in  District  No.  3  is 
also  needed  to  accommodate  the  increased  number  of 
pupils.
